ijTiis is a season of special prayer and 
self-denial, observed with more or less 
strictness in the Catholic,. Episcopal 


an(j Greek churches. According to 
the Catholic version, Lent was insti- 
tuted by the Apostles themselves, as 
in a manner commemorative of 
the 


forty days' fast of our Lord in the 
wilderness. Protestant writers claim 
tbe season was first observed by the 
primitive Christiaas in A. D. 250, 
However, the difference In point is not 
of material consequence, since the 
matter is not one of faith, but only 
of regulation and pious'practice, that 
may be altered or changed altogether 
in the discretion of church authori- 
ties. 


While tbere has been a tendency.in 


the church to relax the rigors of the 
early practice, the general tendency 
to observe. Lent as a surcease .frerrj 
the worry and' whirl1, of. Asocial -ex- 
actions has been very largely on the 
increase, and in the larger towns 
many non-believers, by tacit consent, 
"take a rest" through It. 


In tue Episcopal church there are 


no set rules for'the observance of the 
penitential season, but the matter is 
left to tbe judgment of the members, 
nho are exhorted to works of charity 
and-the practice of self-denial. The 
Catholic church is explicit about this 
regulation, as in all - others, 
and 


Bishop Watterson, of Columbus, ha 
issued these instructions for the guid- 
ance of his flock: 


1. All the faithful who have com- 


pleted tlieir twenty-flrst^year and not 
begun their sixtieth, are, unless 
legitimately 
dispensed, 
b'ound to 


observe the fast of Leni. 


2. They are to take .only one 


meal a day, except on Sundays. 


3. The meal allowed on fast days 


is nob to be taken until 'about noon. 


4. If on any day permission should 


be granted to eat meat, both flesh 
and (isl) are not to be used at 
the 


same time, even on Sundays. 


5. A small refreshment, commonly 


called a collation, is allowed in the 
evening. No general rule as to the 
quantity of food permitted at this 
time can be made. 
The 
practice 


should be not to let it exceed tbe 
fourth part of an erdinary meal. 


(i. The quality of food permitted 


at the collation is bread, fruits, 
salads, vegetables and ^fish. 
For the 


present, the use of eggs,' milk and 
butter is tolerated by special indult, 
both at t,he collation and the princi- 
pal meal. 


In the morning some warm 


liquid, as tea, coffee or thin choco- 
late, made with water, together with 
a little piece of bread may-be taken. 


8. Dripping or lard, instead of 


butter, may be used in preparing 
permitted food.

Father, Leo XIII, on March 15, 
1895, authorized the Bishops in the 
United States^to grant to wcrking 
people in their dioceses. By this 
privilege,'which shows his fatherly 
love for. working men and women* 
"not only the individuals engaged in 
hard labor, but also the members of 
their families," are permitted the 
use of flesh meat on all days !'of the 
year,'including fasting days, "except 
all Fridays in the year, Ash Wednes- 
day, the days of Holy Week and 
Christmas eve." 
This 
privilege, 


which we hereby extend in our dio- 
cese to laboring men and women and 
the meinber'of their families from 
tbe beignning of Lent this year to 
the beginning of Lent 1900 exempts 
only from the law of abstinence from 
flesh meat. "On fasting day those 
who are bound to fast cannot use this 
permission of eating flesh meat ex- 
cept at the one meal; and the law 
forbidding to eat flesh and. fish at the 
same meal must remain in full force. 
Moreover, "the faithful are advised 
that on the days on which they make 
use of this indulgence they ought, to 
perfo.rm some other: work of penance, 
such as abstaining.from intoxicating 
drink."

Was Prof. Lowes Who Died 


• • 
Last Saturday. 


He Wa« Born Near Cincinnati Over 


HKhty-Two Year Ago and .Grad- 


uated from Miami University. 


• Professor J. A. I. Lowes, whose 
death occurred Saturday, was among 
the oldest'of our citizens. 


He was born September 3d, 1816, 


near Cincinnati, and graduated at 
Miami university in 1841. He studied 
lor and was ordained minister of the 
Presbyterian churcb, graduating at 
Lane seminary. In 1846 he located 
at South Salem, O., where he as- 
sumed charge of the academy and re- 
mained twenty-one years.^over 3,000 
'young men and ^women, passing out 
Irom this school and of the 
number 


some became governors, generals and 
statesmen. The senior senator from 
Ohio, Hon. Joseph Benson Foraker, 
•as a student at this school, as was 
also Dr. P. J. Kline, of this city.; In 
1867 he went to Oxford, whiere be re- 
mained five years and later went to 
Bipley, where he resumed the minis- 
try. In 1881 he came to Portsmouth, 
where he assumed charge of the pub- 
lic schools, being elected superintend- 
ent and serving'for several years. 


Prof. Lowes was married at Ox- 


lord, where his wife died, and again 
at Bipley, where his second wife died. 
Shortly after coming here he was 
married for the third time, his wife 
being Miss Gertrude Switzer, a sieter

Mm: He had no children.

brothers survive, Eev. Brower Lowes, 
of.

FISH TRADE TRICKS. 


HOW THE PROFESSIONALS LOCATE A 


"BITING" GROUND. 


Che Secret of Succe»ful FUhlngr Off 


tbe New Jersey Coast—Marking the 
Good SpotB For Future Catcher and 
Dodging; 'Rivals. 


•Got the range, Will?." 
•Looks like it, Si." 
'See the walnut tree on the hillJ" 
'Yea; stands about west-northwest" 
'And the church steeple sou-son- 


west?" 


'To the dot. No mistake about that." 
'How heads Ludomus' cottage?" 
'About due west." . 
'We ought to be.nearly over it now, 


Will. Stand by to let go when I sing 
out. Steady, now; steady! Let her rip. 
Now! Now I Bally boy! Right over the 
middle of it." 
. 


. That is how the professional fif-her- 
tnan along the Jersey coast finds his fa- 
vorite "biting" ground. The latter may 
be 20 or more fathoms deep, and a 
dozen or more miles offshore; 
but, 


with the aid of such landmarks as trees, 
steeples, and beach. cottages, lying in 
various directions along the strand, 
these crack snrfmen seldom make a mis- 
take in "picking up" the ground sought 
offshore. It's no easy job this finding 
of some particularly good fishing ground 
that has no maik on the chart and is 
only fixed in the mind of fishermen by 
study of distances from the shore. 


It is a well known fact that fish must 


besought. They will not, as a rule, 
oome to the fisherman, be the latter 
professional or amateur. Sea flsh, as 
well as^lakefish, like rooky bottom, and 
it is over this kind of bottom that the 
beat catches are made, It is no easy task 
to locate a rooky bed along the Jersey 
coast, and even-.with- ranges or land- 
marks one is not always certain to find 
it on another day'a fishing trip. The 
ranges are manipulated this way: 


•In an ordinary surf boat, such as the 


majority of the Jersey fifihermen use, 
the beach line that looks BO white and 
extensive 'close inshore resembles a 
white thread at a distance of, say, 15 
miles from the laud. When the fisher- 
men discover a new ground at or about 
that distance offshore, they, generally 
pick three marks on land—one north, 
one south and the third directly to the 
westward. By bringing these three 
marka to a convergence the happy hunt- 
ing gronud is -located. 


; As a rule these fishermen are a bit 
selfish when new grounds are .discover- 
ed. They conceal the fact as long as. 
possible from one another, for business 
reasons principally, for,there is. a ripe 
competition among these beach comb- 
ers, and it is only by playing possum 
and keeping a weather eye open that 
one learna what bis rival sometimes 
knows. 
' • 


One day last season a reporter was in 


one of these surf boats 18 miles offshore 
from Barnegat. The fisherman in charge 
of the tiny craft was heading for a rocky 
bottom as far offshore as he dared to gc 
without compass and provisions. When 
within a mile or so of the ground, an 
• other fisherman and his helper were 
Been at anchor. They were hauling up 
whacking big bass as fust as they could 
throw opt, and altogether they seemed 
to be having a glorious time. After the 
two boats bad separated sufficiently to 


permit a private conversation the pro- 
fessional in charge of the first mention- 
ed craft said to his shipmate: 


"Did yon mark it?" 
"Yes," answered the other. "The 


pier's to the westward, the life saving 
station is to the northward aud the 
cottage of that'old crank is to the'south- 
ward." 


"That's tho way I made it," replied 


the first speaker. AH this seemed like 
so much Greek to one of the amateurs 
in the boat who began to ask questions.

There's a schooner that takes city folk 
from Asbury Park offshore to1 fish. She 
was anchored ten ruiles offshore this 
particular morning over a newly found 
ground,-and theru were half a dozen, or 
more surf boats clustered about.her. The 
biting was first class, but presently one 
of the big fishing steamboats from the 
Battery was sighted heading down the 
beach. - There was an interchange- of 
conversation on the part of the profes- 
sional fishermen, but they suddenly 
pulled up anchors as if one man aud 
began rowing around. 


The schooner weighed her bower also 


ind under her headsails and mainsail 
reached offshore. Naturally the ama- 
teurs wanted to know why a shift 
ehould be made, especially as the strikes 
were unusually lively. "That'sthe Hal 
Oorster coming down," said one of the 
fishermen ID a half whisper, as if those 
on the steamboat could hear him, al- 
though she was fully two miles away. 
"We have a good ground here, and we 
don't want her pilots to find the ranges. 
She'll keep to the southward, and we'll 
circle around until she gets ont of the 
way. 
That's how we save our bacon.". 


And they did save it too. The steam- 


boat kept to the southward for some lit- 
tle distance and finally, being unable 
to get the ranges or whatever ground 
her pilots had in. yiew, came about 
again and stood to the northward, final- 
ly anchoring off. Long Branch. She had 
no sooner done so when the fishing 
schooner and snrfboats, after a mental 
and ocular struggle with ranges, were 
back in their original positions, with 
their amatenrs fishing like mischief.— 
New York Mail and Express.

"No testimony has been presented 


showing intentional neglect of duty 
nor any attempt to serve personal In- 
terests.

and found baseless." 


The report speaks well of the adju- 


tant general's department, conducted 
by General Corbln, in creating an army 
cf 250,000 and mustering out 100,000 in 
six months. 


Divided Authority. 


Of the inspector- general's depart- 


ment, Brigadier General J. C»Breck- 
enrldee in charge, the report says: 


"The commission find that the in- 


spector general's department was not 
as efficient as it ought to have been. 


"There seems to have been a ques- 


tion as to the authority by which In- 
spections were to be ordered. 
On at 


least one occasion, May 17, the secre- 
tary of war instructed the major gen- 
eral commanding the army to inspect 
certain camps, viz, those at Chicka- 
e&auga, Atlanta, New Orleans, Mobile, 
Tampa, Miami and Key West 
The 


major general did not act upon such 
instructions, stating it to be his place 
to order inspection." 


About the quartermaster's depart- 


ment, General M. I. 
Ludlngton in 


charge, the report chows that owing to 
a lack of appropriations, it was unpre- 
pared to equip a large army when war 
was declared. The report says: 


"In spite of every effort there were 


occasions where troops suffered from 
poor tentnge or from lack of tentage 
and absence of straw for bedding, 
where clothing was scarce and troops 
suffered discomfort for lack of shoes, 
shirts and other articles of apparel.

"The failure to so do is regarded as 


dereliction of duty. It is true that on 
Sept. 20 he had directed that an order 
should be issued asking for reports 
relative to meats issued, but the order 
specifically 
mentions 'canned 
fresh 


roast beef,' and -nothing else,"and It 
was the reports received in answer to 
this that were printed in abstract by 
the general at the time of his appear- 
ance before the commission and since. 


"For months, as it appears, Dr. Daly 


concealed the commission of a crime 
affecting: men under his charge, whom, 
as an officer and a physician, he'was 
bound to protect."

that no refrigerated beef furnished by 
contractors and issued to the troops! 
during the war with Spain was sub- 
jected to or treated with any chemicals 
by the contractors or those in their 
employ." 


The commissions report shows that 


a number of officers testified that the 
canned beef was unpalatable. It is 
also elicited that in a tropical coun- 
try, where it is subjected to intense 
heat, the meat presents a repulsive ap- 
pearance 
at first. Furthermore 
it 


transpires that occasionally an inferior 
article is found. 
But the records of 


the army prove that canned beef had 
been used for many years. 


About Canned Meat*. 


Speaking of canned meats, the re- 


port says: 


"In considering Questions concerning 


canned meats it is not the duty of the 
commission to inquire into the char- 
acter, kind or condition of all the can- 
ned meats that may be in use in this 
country. Our specific duty is to give 
Bn opinion as to the Quality or those 
furnished the soldiers during the re- 
cent war with Spain. There has been 
neither allegation nor proof before us 
that boric or salicylic, or any other 
acid has been used in the canned meats 
furnished to the troops, but such meats 
have nevertheless been greatly criti- 
cised and they have, for that reason, 
been tested by us and have been an- 
alyzed under our direction and we have 
taken a great deal of testimony as to 
the mode of their preparation." 


The "beef incidant" is closed in th« 


report by'quoting an official statement 
dated Oct. 19, 1887, showing in effect 
that canned beef was one of the article*
